Council being willing to prevent - 2 milchief which may ariſe to this Realm 
from the ſpreading and increaſe of ſuch Falſe and Counterkeit Money, and 
to the intent that all ſuch offenders may be brough: to Condign Punilſh- 


ment have thought fit by this Our Pzeclamation lirittiy to charge and re⸗ 


quire; and We do hereby charge and require all Juſtices of che Peace Sheriffs 
and other Officers within the ſeveral Counties of this Realm, and all May-

rate thereof, that they and every of them within their reſpoctive limits do uſe 
their ntmoſt endeavours to diſcover _ apprehend oꝛ cauſe to be apprehended all

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uch Offenders. and that they Commit ſuth of them as ſhall be ſo App2t- 

ded to the reſpective Goals of the reſpective County. City oꝛ Plact, where 
they Hail be fo and where they may be ſafely kept, that they map be 
nes 6g ag ainſt bo fuch their Offences. with the utmolt fcucrity of Law. 
And to the Intent that parcicular Care may be taken, in the Pꝛoletution of 
tuch Offenders : We do hereby further Charge and Require the ſaid Juſt ces 
of the Peace, Dherilks, Harms 2 Ss, and . Officers, afozeſaid, 
and every of them, nu when any ſuch ws call ve App:ehended, they 
ſend cer r to the Secretary of Us, the 12 uſtices of this 
Realm, as ſoon after whe ſame, as it can convemently be done; together
